New York, .Tan. 20.— Paul Morton, 
president of the Equitable Life As­ 
surance society and secretary of the 
navy under Theodore Roosevelt, died 
of a cerebral hemorrhage in the Ho­ 
tel Seymour here. 
His wife and his 
elder brother, Joy, were summoned, 
but he died a few minutes before they 
arrived, an hour after he was strick­ 
en. 
His close friend, E. J. Berwind, 
arrived a few minutes earlier, per­ 
haps ten minutes before Mr. Morton 
breathed his last. 
Mr. Morton was 
unconscious from tile moment of the 
stroke and neither recognized those 
about him nor spoke. 
Mr. Morton himself did not know 
that his life was in danger, but his 
family, his physicians and a few close 
friends knew that his condition was 
precarious and that his life depended 
on his taking particular care of him­ 
self. 
Joy Martin, after he left the room I 
where the body lay. gave a full ac­ 
count of his brother's ill health and 
sudden death. 
Coroner’s Physician O’Hanion said 
from the antecedent history and the 
symptoms there was no doubt in his 
mind that death was due to arterial 
sclerosis, a hardening of the walls of 
the arteries, terminating in a cerebral 
lesion, 
lie thought Brights disease 
was indicated, but there would he no 
autopsy. 
A permit for the removal 
of the body to Mr. Morton’s house was 
granted Immediately. 


Arrangements for Funeral. 


The funeral will he held Saturday 
afternoon at St. Thomas’ Protestant 
Episcopal church. 
Interment will be 
at Woodlawn cemetery. 
Paul Morton was born in Detroit, 
May 22, 1857. 
Most of his early life

City, the home of his father, J. Ster­ 
ling Morton, secretary of agriculture, 
under Cleveland.

Perhaps people who work in differ­ 
ent towns and cities throughout the 
country will not have much sympathy 
with tile annual demand for more pay 
made by the government clerks in 
Washington 
The scale of pay runs 
from $2.0O(i down to $J¥)0 a year for 
clerks and stenographers. 
Below them 
are messengers and laborers getting 
$720 and $000 a year. 
No doubt there are a great many 
men and women throughout the coun­ 
try who would like to receive thai 
amount of pay for the same amount 
of work. especially when they hear 
that the workday begins at 0 o’clock 
in the morning and closes at 4:30 in 
the afternoon, with half an hour for 
luncheon. 
Then these government em­ 
ployees have a half holiday Saturday 
afternoons for three months in sum­ 
mer. thirty days leave and all the 
holidays and half a day before each 
holiday, all with full pay. 
IT a clerk 
is sick thirty days, absence with pay 
is allowed. 
Congressmen are not going to rush 
in and increase the salaries of 30,000 
employees under such conditions.

T he history of a cash C hristm as pres­ 
ent m ade by a Boston publishing house 
to its IJT employees, which had in­ 
creased tile bank accounts of the in­ 
dividuals 950 per cent in tw o years, 
was m ade public recently. 
T w o years 
ago tin* publishing house deposited $7 
to the credit of each employee and 
presented them with the bankbooks In­ 
stead of cash. 
O f the 147 original accounts ninety 
are still kept up, an d the total for the 
ninety depositors lias grow n from tile 
original $4,50 to $4,200, an increase of 
nearly tenfold. 
Seventy-three depositors are still in 
th e employ of the publishing house, 
and their deposits have increased from 
$305 to $3,428. 
The seventeen deposi­ 
tors still rem aining on tile b ank ’s books 
th a t have left the employ o f the house 
have increased their accounts from $85 
to $838, the accounts of th jse rem ain­ 
ing w ith the firm and those leaving its 
employ show ing about tin* sa m e rela­ 
tive increase.

being the month of the San F ran cisco 
m**et. the tiling is brought before us 
w ith all its startlin g reality. 
Mr Ely 
has not only reversed bis process of 
flight, but bls position on tin* conti­ 
nent, the previous feat having been 
pulled off at H am pton Roads on the 
A tlantic coast. 
H e has likewise re 
v e rs a l nil previous hum an experience. 
T he possibilities he lins of*ened are 
staggering. 
W hat is to prevent a flock of aero­ 
planes 
from 
boarding 
a 
battleship 
w hile the aeronauts w hip th e crew I 
before th e jack tars recover from their 
aston ishm ent? 
W h at is to prevent tho 
sky passengers from dropping bombs 
on the ad m ira l’s head or blowing off 
th e fighting tops and conning tow ers? 
It Is plain to see th at in fu tu re our 
fighting ships will have to be arm ored 
not only on tin* sides an d ends, but on 
top. 
Mr. Ely presents us a more pleasing 
prospect, however.

An inclined platform had been im pro­ 
v i s e on the deck of the Birm ingham , 
an d from this the venturesom e aviator 
m ad e his start. 
It w as a w indy and 
rainy morning, an d for this reason 
few believed th at the trip would be 
made. 
Almost before the onlookers 
kn ew It th e biplane had left th e ship. 
dipped until it actually grazinl th e w a­ 
ter, then arose to a height of 2<N> feet 
an d bore aw ay to the faintly outlined 
Virginia shore, tw o and one-lmlf miles 
distant. 
Mr. Ely said that w hen he struck 
th e w ater his propeller w as slightly 
in ju red and he him self w as blinded 
by the salt spray covering bis gog­ 
gles. 
W hen be had taken tim e to wipe 
off the m oisture he w as fa r aloft and 
flying like a bird. 
T he m achine used w as the sam e one 
in which Glenn II. C urtiss m ade th e 
Journey from A lbany to New York. 
E ly alw ays uses a C urtiss biplane and 
w ith it recently won a speed contest 
ag ainst a W right machine. 
It would h ave been a sta r Idea if 
Ely had decided to take w ith him on 
his shore to battleship flight som e of 
th e San F rancisco belles who eagerly 
accepted invitations to go aloft during 
tho San 
Francisco meet. 
It 
would 
have opened a new era in the social 
an n als of the navy. 
T he custom, once 
huving started, might have continued 
au d expanded until Uncle Sam 's crew s 
could have looked forw ard to regular 
visits from the aeroplane girls' bri­ 
gades th a t would literally drop in on 
th em every time their ships got near 
shore.

W hen Moisant 
discovered th at no A merican was en­ 
tered he hastily bought a fifty horse­ 
pow er m achine from a brother aviator, 
and although he w as a stra n g e r to its 
m echanism he entered the race w ithout 
an initial trial flight and won it. 


Moisant Proved Nerve.

Hoxsey Plunged From the Clouds. 


Arch Iloxsey's d eath carne at alm ost 
th e sam e hour and in a similar m a n ­ 
ner. 
It occurred at tile Los Angeles 
meet, w here a few days before Iloxsey 
had circled above Mount Wilson in a 
sensu ti ona I flight and earlier still had 
broken the world's altitude record. On 
the fatal trip Iloxsey’s m achine glided 
sw iftly dow n from an altitud e of 7,000 
feet.

Iloxsey’s mechanic gave It as his 
opinion that the aeron aut had died 
from tile sw ift descent while still 2,000 


feet in air. 
He said th at at thnt point 
the av iator seemed to lose control of 
the machine, which then cam e down 
as sw iftly tis if it were falling and ap­ 
parently w ithout a m aster. 
Glenn ll. 
Curtiss hold a sim ilar view, although 
he did not believe th a t d e a th had ac­ 
tually taken place aloft, but rather 
th at H oxsey had been stricken by avi­ 
ation sickness, due to sw ift change of 
altitude, a nd bad become unconscious. 
C harles S. Willard, w ho bud been up 
on

retu rn e d to the 
earth w ith th e statem en t th a t no m on­ 
ey w ould tem pt him to ascend again. 
as he had found “the atm osphere as 
full of holes as a Swiss cheese.”
